“A Register of Ophthalmic Surgeons.” 

Tur Association is informed that a body of sight-testing 
opticians is circularizing registered medical practitioners 
who practise as ophthalmic surgeons, inviting them to place 
their names upon “‘ a Register of Ophthalmic Surgeons for 
the use of Approved Societies in cases which, having been 
examined by a qualified optician on the Register of the 
Joint Council of Qualified Opticians, were referred for 
further advice or treatment.”’ This list or ‘‘ Register ’’ is 
to be compiled by the sight-testing opticians’ society upon 
the recommendation of local sight-testing opticians. 

There is already in existence a list of approved 
ophthalmic medical practitioners prepared by the Ophthal- 
mie Committee of the British Medical Association, and 
printed and issued by the Ministry of Health. This list is 
furnished to approved societies and other responsible 
persons on request. It is to be assumed that ophthalmic 
surgeons will desire to have their names upon a list 
prepared by a representative committee of their profes- 
sional colleagues, and open to all who are competent to 
undertake this special work, and not on one composed of 
persons recommended by individual sight-testing opticians, 
and issued by an organization which holds the view that 
the testing of eyesight is a matter which should not be 
confined to those who have had a complete medical 
training.

A circular letter has been sent to all whole-time 
medical officers of health stating the position, in the 
hope that no more of these advertisements may be 
tendered. Should advertisements appear in the lay press 
offering the new salaries scale it is hoped that members of 
the profession will not apply.

Meetings of Branches and Divisions.

A ceneraL meeting of the Burma Branch was held at the Pasteur 
Jnstitute, Rangoon, on September 21th, when the president, Dr. 
W. P. Murray, occupied the chair; thirty-eight members and 
medical guests were present. 

Lieut.-Colonel J. Tayror, D.S.0., I.M.S., in an address on anti- 
rabic immunization, dealt briefly with the historical aspect of the 
subject, and traced the gradual development of improvements on 
Pasteur’s original technique. A demonstration was then given of 
the extraction of rabbit’s brain and cord, and the preparation 
of carbolized vaccine. The method of passage of the fixed virus to 
a fresh animal was also shown and a new way of filling vaccine 
capsules was demonstrated. In view of the recent occurrence of 
severe cases of Weil’s disease in Rangoon, a microscopical demon- 
stration of the living Leptospira icterohacmorrhagiae by dark- 
ground illumination also proved of great interest to members. 

A hearty vote of thanks was accorded to Lieut.-Colonel Taylor 


for his address. 
HertrorpsHire Brancu: Barnet Diviston. 

A very well-attended dinner of the Barnet Division was held at 
the Salisbury Hotel, Barnet, on October 30th. After the dinner 
Lieut.-Colonel W. L. Hamettr, I.M.8., gave an address on his 
recent visit to the Mayo Clinic at Rochester, Minnesota. He 
sketched briefly the origin and growth of the clinic, and described 
the buildings and methods of administration, He then illustrated 
the procedure by following in detail the progress of a patient 
through the general diagnostic section of the clinic. He depicted 
briefly the methods adopted in the laboratories, radiological and 
special departments (particularly those dealing with urological 
and rectal cases), the operating theatres, and the department of 
surgical pathology, where an admirable techniqué for the examina- 
tion of fresh unfixed frozen sections of tissues was in use. He 
emphasized the efficiency of the team work, and the utilization of 
the services of technical assistants for the more mechanical parts 
of the work. In conclusion, the lecturer described the Mayo 
Foundation, and pointed out that through this institution the 
clinic had become not only an outstanding example of the results 
of applying efficient business methods to medical work, but also a 
great influence in the progress of higher medical education and 
research in the United States. Colonel Hamett held his audience 
in rapt attention for an hour and a half.

LOCAL GOVERNMENT ACT, 1929. 
TRANSFER AND AppRoPRIATION OF Poor Liaw 
INSTITUTIONS. 

Tue Minister of Health has issued to county and borough 
councils a memorandum (L.G.A. 26) on the transfer and 
appropriation of Poor Law institutions under the Local 

Government Act, 1929. 

The county and borough councils will have to make arrange- 
ments about the institutions which, under Part VII of the Act, 
will be transferred and be available for the purposes which 
have been submitted under Part I of the Act. Institutions 
belonging to Poor Law authorities whose areas are comprised 
in a single county or county borough will be transferred to the 
council of the county or county borough; but to deal with 
institutions belonging to authorities whose areas are not wholly 
comprised within one county or county boyough a settlement 
between the councils affected will be necessary. So far few 
such settlements have been made, though provisional agreements 
may exist in many. Unless, however, the councils reach agree- 
ment before February Ist, 1930, the Minister of Health will 
have to make an Order dealing with the matter. He wishes to 
leave it to the councils concerned -to decide on the terms of 
settlement, but suggests that, in general, it is likely to be of 
administrative advantage if the ownership of each institution 
is vested in the hands of one council. Where the administrative 
scheme of the council includes a declaration under Section V 
of the Act relating to any form of institutional assistance it 
will probably be necessary for the council to ‘‘ appropriate ”’ 
for the purposes of the Special Acts Poor Law institutions which 
have been transferred to it; in other cases in which the council 
intends to extend the application to any of the Special Acts 
referred to in.Section V of the Act of 1929 the appropriation 
of a transferred institution may be desirable. In the former 
the appvopriation must be effective on April Ist, 1930; in the 
latter the matter may be less urgent. : 

For the guidance of councils which contemplate such an 
appropriation the Minister points out that in the case of 
county councils the Act of 1499 confers (without the necessity 
of any Order of the Minister) a general power to appropriate, 
subject to the Minister’s approval, any land or buildings 
erected thereon, owned by the council, and not required for 
the purposes for which they were acquired. A_similar power 
is available to county borough councils under Section 95 of 
the Public Health Acts Amendment Act, 1907, but this section 
is operative only where it has been put in force by the 
Minister. If in any county borough this section is not in force, 
and no special powers exist under a local Act which can be 
used for the present purpose, the council, if it desires to 
appropriate a Poor Law institution, should forthwith apply for 
an Order to put in force Section 95 of the Act of 1907. The 
council is reminded that Section 13 of the Act of 1929 requires 
it in certain circumstances to consult a committee or other body 
representing the governing bodies and the medical and surgical 
staffs of voluntary hospitals. 

The Minister suggests that when the council decides to 
cpprepeste a Poor Law institution, either as a hospital under 
the Public Health Acts or for any other purpose of the Special 
Acts, it should bring its proposals to the notice of the general 
inspector of the district at the earliest possible date. The 
Minister will then have to decide whether the continued use 
of the institution for its present purpose may not be necessary 
te enable the council to discharge its functions under the Poor 


Law Act, 1927, and whether it is required and suitable ¢,

When the transfer of land to a council is completed ; 
should submit a resolution indicating its intention of applyi .

which should be specified in the resolution. This applicatios 
should be accompanied by a plan showing the lands and build. 
ings proposed to be appropriated, and a report by the medical 
officer of health, or some other officer in an equivalent positig 
describing the present and proposed arrangement of the lands 
and buildings in question, with a statement that he is satisfeg 
that they are suitable for the new purposes. Where a part 
only of an institution is to be appropriated the report should 
indicate whether this part contains a separate kitchen anq 
laundry, separate offices, and a separate entrance, and, if not 
what arrangements are contemplated to obviate adminis. 
trative inconveniences which might otherwise result. The 
council should pass the formal resolution of appropriation 
as soon as possible after the institution has come into jts 
possession, and forward it at once, with plans in duplicate 
of the land and buildings proposed to be appropriated. 

Where no declaration has been made Ds | there is no need 
for the appropriation to operate as from the appointed day 
preliminary application will be unnecessary, but consultation 
with the general inspector at an early date will still be of 
advantage, and formal application for the Minister’s consent 
should be made, accompanied by a report from the medical 
officer of health or other appropriate officer.

To obtain the benefit provided by the socicty vou should 
take this form to a qualified optician, and direct his attention 
to the order embodied in the optical treatment letter in 
Part II (sce inside). 
The optician will examine your eyes and test your eyesight, 
He will also decide whether a further examination of your 
eyes by an ophthalmic surgeon is necessary. ‘ 
Surely the doctor in charge of the patient is better qualified 
to express an opinion as regards the need, or otherwise. for 
an examination by an ophthalmic surgeon than any optician, 
however well qualified. In any case, for a doctor to have to 
refer his case to an optician for a decision as to whether such 
a course is necessary is surely a new departure with regard 
to the preservation of the eyesight of the population, and one 
which can only lead to harm.—I am, etc.,

MEDICAL EDUCATION AND REGISTRATION.

PRESIDENT’S ADDRESS. 

Sir Donald MacAlister spoke as follows: 
GeNTLEMEN,—Forty years ago to-day, on Tnesday, 
November 26th, 1889, I was admitied to the membership 


of this Council by the President, Mr. John Marshall. 


During the last twenty-five years, since November, 1904, 
the Council has honoured me by entrusting me with the 
responsibilities of the President’s chair. The time is 
drawing near when I must resign into your hands the 
trust you have so long and so loyally reposed in me. But 
if you are good enough to consider that prolonged expe- 
rience may in some measure compensate for lack of youthful 
vigour and initiative, I am willing for a little longer to 
contmue my endeavours in your service. That service 
has been to me throughout a source of deen interest, 
intellectual and civic. It has furnished me with mani- 
fold opportunities of co-operating with you in promoting 
medical progress and the public welfare, the two aspects 
of the Council’s statutory function, which are indeed not 
two but one. 

Forty years’ retrospect satisfies me that, amid divers 
changes of operation and vicissitudes of public apprecia- 
tion, there has been a steady advance, both internally in 
the Council’s practical efficiency, and externally in its 
general estimation by the Government, the judicature, the 
public, and the profession of medicine at home and abroad. 
The Council has not failed to respond to the progressive 


demands of the changing years, and, by those qualified to 


criticize and to judge, its efforts have been approved and 
encouraged. In the light of my long and intimate know- 
ledge of its working I cannot but pronounce the Council 
to be to-day a better instrument for fulfilling in the public 
interest the duties laid upon it by the Medical Acts than it 
was forty years ago. It is more harmonious, more zealous, 
better informed, and more happily inspired now than then. 


Changes in Membership of the Council. 

Changes in its membership have been constant. None 
of my colleagues in 1889 survive. But on the whole gains 
that have enriched us have more than balanced losses that 
we have had from time to time to deplore. To-day we 
have the like experience to record. Death has taken from 
us Sir Thomas Jenner Verrall, a direct representative of 
English practitioners since 1912, an eager and fluent con- 
tributor to our discussions, of ripe experience in pro- 
fessional affairs, and zealous for the honour and welfare of 
the profession. Professor Arthur Thomson has retired from 
the representation of the University of Oxford, after faith- 
fully serving his University on the Council for nearly a 
quarter of a century. He carries with him our esteem for 
his sturdy independence of character, and our respect for 
his keenly critical intellect and his wide scientific know- 
ledge. Mr. William Guy has completed his term of office 
as an additional member for dental business, originally 


appointed by the Privy Council in 1921. To his energy 
and his familiarity with dental education and policy the 
Dental Board owes much of its success in establishing 
itself as a new organ of professional government.’ Though 
Sir Edward Farquhar Buzzard has retired from his seat 
as representative of the Royal College of Physicians of 
London, we happily do not lose the benefit of his counsels. 
For the University of Oxford has done us the grace to 
appoint him its member here, and we heartily welcome 
him back. The Royal College has appointed in his room 
Dr. Henry Letheby Tidy of St, Thomas’s, Hospital, and 
honorary secretary of the Royal Society of Medicine, whose 
repute as a physician and a scientific investigator has pre- 
ceded him, and from whose enlightened co-operation we 
promise ourselves much profit in every way. As additional 
members the Privy Council has- appeinted two members of 
the Dental Board, Mr. John William Alexander McGowan 
of Glasgow, and Mr. Edward Leo Sheridan of Dublin, 
elected by the qualified dentists of Scotland and of Ireland 
respectively. With Mr, Dolamore for England we have 
now for the first time a dental member for each of the 
three countries. This readjustment removes from the 
Council one English additional member, Mr. William Robert 
Ackland, appointed last year; but he will still continue 
to serve his profession on the Dental Board, as he has 
been re-elected by the qualified dentists practising in 
Engiand and Wales. 

The recent election of direct representatives to the 
Council has resulted in the unopposed return of Sir Norman 
Walker by the medical practitioners of Scotland, and of 
Dr. Leonard Kidd by those of Ireland, North and South. 
It must be gratifying to them, as it is to us, to know that 
they possess the unabated confidence of their respective 
constituencies, as they certainly have won and retain the 
appreciation and trust of their colleagues in this Council. 
In the English constituency our active coadjutor Dr. 
Brackenbury, whose present term expires with 1929, is 
assured of a fresh term of office dating from January Ist, 
1930; and Sir Jenner Verrall’s place is filled by the elec, 
tion of Mr. Nathaniel Bishop Harman, M.B. of Cam- 
bridge, and Fellow of the Royal College of Surgeons of 
England. Mr. Bishop Harman has proved himself highly 
competent in matters of professional administration, both 
as Treasurer of the British Medical Association and in 
other capacities. I offer him a personal as well as an official 
welcome, for he adds another former pupil of my own, at 
St. John’s College, Cambridge, to my colleagues on this 
Council. 


Indian Medical Degrees. 

Turning to subjects which have engaged the earnest 
attention of the Executive Committee and myself since our 
May session, I must refer first to the position of Indian 
medical degrees, and their recognition by the Council, as 
furnishing guarantees for efficient practice in this country, 
under the provisions of the Medical Act, 1886, Section 13. 
In previous addresses, and in the minutes of the Executive 
Committee, you will find particulars of the inherent diffi- 
culties of this question, and of the patient efforts we have 
made since 1922 to overcome them. I pointed out to you 
last May that the. period for which recognition of Indian 
medical degrees for registration here was provisionally 
granted, pending the appointment of a Government com- 
missioner of medical qualifications and standards, was 
fast running out. [ stated that the evidence of separate 
inspectors, appointed ad hoe by the Government of India, 
had been received; but that their reports lacked reference 
to any common standard comparable with our own, and 
moreover disclosed individual deficiencies in regard to 
Indian methods of training and testing which could no 
longer be overlooked. I expressed the Executive Com- 
mittee’s earnest hope that the Government of India would 


not delay further its assumption of the responsibility, which _ 


rests upon it by law, to maintain such standards of medical 
qualification as. would be acceptable for purposes of recog- 
nition outside of India. I endeavoured to make it clear, 
once again, that the Council is not concerned with ‘the 
standards deemed sufficient for practice in the several 
Indian provinces. It is concerned solely with the standard 


which it is required by law to guarantee as in fact sufficient
